Mr. Zeigler was found by W il­ 
liam Snyder, son of the owner of 
the farm, and Dr. B. C. Jones, 
Bendersville, was summoned. He 
pronounced the man dead upon 
his arrival. 
From an exam ina­ 
tion of the body and from marks 
on the ground the county phy­ 
sician 
expressed 
the 
opinion 
that Zeigler had fallen only a 
short distance and that it had 
been the stroke, rather than the 
fall, that had caused death. 
It is believed th a t Mr. Zeigler m ay 
have felt ill and started to descend 
the ladder when he fell from one 
of the lower rungs.

San Francisco, June 16 <AP>.—A 
full meal by hypodermic needle—an 
improvement on the old idea of a 
meal in a pill—becomes reality un­ 
der a discovery announced to the 
American Medical association here 
today. 
The discovery enables a doctor to 
inject proteins, the "ham , eggs and 
m ilk” of menus, directly into the 
blood. 
Heretofore the needle has 
been confined to injecting sugars, 
water and salts. 
The needle meals will save the 
lives of persons whose stom achs re­ 
fuse food. 
This happens not in­ 
frequently after surgical operations. 
While the patients do not directly 
starve to death, their partial sta r­ 
vation weakens them so th a t other 
complications kill them. 
The protein injection leaves only 
fats and vitam ins out to complete 
the “ideal diet” by needle. Some of 
the vitam ins already are in pure 
form which can be injected, and 
fats can be dispensed with for some 
time in the starvation cases. 
Solution of the protein injection 
puzzle was reported by Dr. Robert 
Elman, of W ashington 
University 
School of Medicine, St Louis 
He 
injects the am ino acids, of which 
proteins are made. 
W hen meat, eggs, milk and other 
proteins are eaten, the hum an body ; 
does not use them directly, 
but 1 


breaks them into am ino acids. These 
acids it rebuilds into the proteins 
peculiar lo hum an body. 
A complete mixture of am ino acids 
given by needle, Doctor Elman re­ 
ported, is used more rapidly and e f­ 
ficiently by the body titan when the 
proteins are given by mouth.

Denver (A p l —A German started 
something when he walked up to a 
Colorado national guardsman who 
was 
wearing a swastika 
emblem, 
gave tile Nazi salute and asked: 
“ I didn’t know there were Nazi 
organizations in these United States. 
Where can I join one?'* 
The guardsman was indignant be­ 
cause the swastika on his shoulder 
had nothing to do with Herr Hitler. 
It is the emblem of the 45th D i­ 
vision in Colorado, 
New 
Mexico. 
Oklahoma and Arizona. 
But for tile United States gov­ 
ernment. the swastika would have 
been a bucking bronco with a back­ 
ground of Rockv Mountains When 
the 45th was organized just after 
the war its officers submitted the 
bronco emblem to the war depart­ 
ment. which rejected it because it 
appared to be too complicated to 
make in cloth.
